The Strange Discovery of Sctentlito 


In Arkansa* — Another Singu- 


lar Kind of Corn 


Irom Rniila. 


Dernpsy Waggy, a farmer residing in 


Madison county, probably has the' mos 
interesting field of corn in Indiana 
Two years ago AYag-gy and Dr. Cullen 
a neighbor, were hunting in Arkansas 
They were staying in a small village 
named Marked Tree. It: got its rather 
unusual title from the fact "that one ol 
the trees bore-strange hieroglyphics oi 
an extinct race. The small village is 
surrounded by "many mounds of re- 
markable snakelike contour. During 
their stay some northern scientists vis- 
ited the mounds and began explora- 
tions, finding many trinkets. Going 
deeper they found bonesof-humans and 
trinkets which had been buried with 
them. In one of theiennetically sealed 
receptacles, which was evidently, the 


i-io a'S' ^ast restinS' Placo of °ae of the rulers, 
the explorers found ornaments, 
the 


skeletons of a dog and of a human be- 
jng and also some hermetically sealed 
jars. Both jars were air-tight, and when 
opened were found to contain corn. It 
was as bright, yellow, solid and dry as 
though it had just been shelled. The 
explorers took these vessels, but gave 
Wnggy a handful ol corn. He wrapped 
it up in a handkerchief and. threw it 
into his traveling chest. There it lay 
for two years. Scientists claimed that 
there were ample proofs that the body 
and the corn had been interred at least 
2,000 years and probably as long as 
3,000 years. 


Waggy came across the seeds last 


spring arrd planted them in his garden. 
Ho was surprised when tiny blades shot 
up through the ground. The corn grew 
marvelously fast, and as-it developed it 
threw out new mysteries almost daily, 
until to-day the stalks are ten to twelve 
feet in height and are somewhat on the 
order of a tree, being as thick as aman's 
wrist at- the ground. Three feet from 
the ground they shoot out three long, 
palmlike leaves. The leaves are heavy 
and very solid, resemblinga cactus leaf. 
Some of them are five feet long from 
tip to tip. These are the only leaves 
on the stalk. About two feet further 
up are the ears of corn. Many stalks 
bear six ears and none has fewer than 
four ears. At this rate it is figured1 
that the average yield to the acre would 
be about 250 bushels. 


Above the ears the stalk continues 


three or four feet .and is topped .with a 
very elaborate tassel. The huska sur- 
rounding the cars arc -eery heavy, and 
as the corn matures they break and curl 
back, revealing a firm, yellow-grained 
ear. 
The grains are very solid and are 


exceptionally good for feeding. 
The 


roots of the plant are very-long and 
aury themselves deep in the ground. 
While other corn was suffering on ac- 
count of the drought -this- year the 
prehistoric corn was greea and-healthy, 


jy will save all of the yield this 


year and plant 50 or 60 acres next year. 
He has some of the stalks and corn on 
exhibition and they are attracting much 
attention. 


H. J. Blacklidge, of Anderson, who 


owns several farms north of that city, 
also exhibits a freak in corn. A year' 
ago a friend in Russia sent him a pack- 


of seed and told him to plant it. 


The seeds were very nice and solid and 
seemed to be superior to tie average 
Indian corn. It was planted in a good 
owland section, and it outgrew all of 
the surrounding corn. It was about the 
same height- as the other corn, but was 
a little heavier in the stalk. The ears 
negan to form and silk a,nd every evo- 
ution was about in line with that of 
:he other corn which surrounded the 
small patch, except that there were 
two ears on the new stalks to one on the 
old. 


One day when the 'strange corn had 


almost matured Bla eklidge went out to 


ather a little of i.t. He took hold of a 
veil-formed ear and threw back the 
msks. He was surprised- to find instead 
if yellow grains of corn a series of 
smaller husks \vhere every grain should 
je. He openfxi one of these and found 
t to be prop erly silked. Underneath it 
ay a second husk, also properly silked, 
and under it was the grain of corn. 
Blacklidge. figures that the new corn 
will yield 125 bushels to the acre, and 
that it is superior in dent to the other 
corn, but he dous not know how to han- 
dle it. Probably it will be fed through 
a sheller a:ad then subjected to a fan- 
ning proce ss. 
He announces that he 


will plant several acres of it next year. 
Jle canno'i classify it with any of the 
known varieties. 


A Scottsburg (Ind.) farmer who has 


been experimenting for the last few 
years claims to have secured a corn that 
will ran 150 bushels to the acre on the 
Indiana knobs in the southern part 
of the state. If it will grow to that ex- 
tent in that locality, it will run almost 
double the number of bushels in the 
better corn lands of the central and 
northern parts of the state.—Chicago 
Record. 


Wlsblngr on Falling Star*. 


Would you know the origin of the cus- 


tom of making a wish when a star falls? 
If so, you need not travel all the way 
to Galicia, a province northeast 
of 


Hungary, whence it comes. There it 
is believed by the peasantry that when 
a star falls it reaches the earth in a 
form of a beautiful woman with long, 
glittering, blond hair. Every handsome 
youth she meets in her wanderings be- 
comes the victim of the starland beauty 
because she has the power of magic. 
At least that is what they call it in 
Galicia. Having bewitched her victim 
she encircles him in her arms and then 
slowly strangles him to death.

THE SKCKKTARY OF THK TREAS- 


VKY'S SCHBMK. 


Eastern papers give an outline of 


Secretary Gage's pioposed plan 
to 


firmly establish the gold standard in 
the United States. 
He would convert 


the interest bearing and non-interest 
bearing debt of the United States into 
gold bonds bearing interest at 2% per 
cent and redeemable at the pleasure of 
the Government after twenty years. 


The interest bearing debt of the 


United States, whioh includes 
all 


bonds issued by the Government, is 
payable in coin, gold or silver, at the 
option of the Government. 
Secretary 


Gage would have this debt made pay- 
able in gold exclusively. 
With mil- 


lions of ounces of fine silver stored in 
the Treasury and a mint at Carson 
rusting in idleness, the great goldite, 
who is now at the head of the Treasury 
Department, would have the national 
debt made payable in gold exclusively 
rather than start the mint coining the 
silver with whioh to redeem the bonds. 


Another feature of Secretary Gage's 


scheme is for the Government tore- 
deem greenbacks and Treasury notes 
with gold to be procured by issuing in- 
terest-bearing gold bonds and extend 
the national banking svstem so as to 
permit the establishment 
of banks 


with $25,00(1 capital in towns of leas 
than 4,000 inhabitants, all national 
banks to be authorized to deposit the 
proposed gold bonds in the Treasury 
and issue notes up to their par value. 


This scheme involves the withdrawal 


from circulation of greenbacks and 
Treasury notes, whioh bear no interest 
and which pass current everywhere in 
the United States on a par with gold 
and issue interest-bearing gold bonds 
which banks can deposit in the Treas 
ury and permit the banks to issue 
notes, which oertainlj will be no more 
acceptable to the people than the non- 
intereat-beariug greenback or Treasury 
note now in circulation, and which cost 
the Government nothing, except paper 
and printing and that is much more 
than balanced by the gain to the Gov- 
ernment by the notes lostoi destroyed. 


Why should any American citizen, 


who does not propose to engage in the 
national banking business or who is 
not interested m increasing the nat- 
ional debt, sanction such a scheme as 
that? 
Surely the person who does so 


is actuated by selfish rather than pat- 
riotic motives. 
It means the delivery 


of the financial affairs of the Govern- 
ment into the bands of n syndicate, 
whose he adquarters are in London and 
which cares nothing for this country, 
except to plaek and plunder it, yet, 
strange to say, there aro people in tho 
State of Nevada, not many fortunately, 
but a few, nevertheless, who uphold 
that policy and endeavor to got the 
masses to support the 
party that 


faeors it. 


\nUree Hot «l»e First Pcr.on to Tnlte 


Thorn to tho For North. 


Writers lor the contemporary press 


who have recently treated of Andree's 
essay toreachthenortipole in a balloon 
appear to have forgotten—if, indeed, 
they ever knew—that carrier pigeons 
have previously been taken to the arctic 
regions, by other explorers, and that in 
ono instance it is believed a bird mado 
its way south to its old home in Scot- 
land. 
When Sir John Ross set out in the 


Felix, in search of Sir John Franklin's 
expedition, in 18CO, he took with him 
four homing pigeons belonging to a 
lady in Ayrshire, intending to liberate 
two of them when the state of the ice 
rendered it necessary to lay up his 
vessel for the winter, and the other two 
when he discovered the missing explor- 
er, if he should be so fortunate. 


A pigeon made its appearance at tho 


dovecote in Ayrshire on October 31, 
which the lady recognized by marks 
and circumstances that left no doubt 
in her mind of its being one of 
the younger pair presented by her 
to Sir John. 
It carried no bil- 


let, but there were indications, in 
the loss of feathers on the\>rcast, 


I of one having been torn from un- 


der the wing. 
Though it is known 


that tho speed of pigeons is equal to 
100 miles an hour, the distance from 
Melville island to Ayrshire, being in a 
direct line about 2,100 miles, is so great 
that evidence of the bird having been 
sent off as early as October 10 was re- 
quired before it coxild be believed that 
no mistake was made in the identifica- 
tion of the individual which came to the 
cote. 
It was afterwards ascertained that Sir 


John Boss dispatched the youngest pair 
October 0 and 7, 1850, in a basket sus- 
pended from a balloon, during a west- 
northwest gale. By a contrivance of u 
slow match the birds were to be liber- 
ated at the end of 24 hours. The reader 
can form his own opinion as to the iden- 
tity of the pigeon in question; but, at 
the time, it was fully believed that the 
bird was one of the two sent off from 
the expedition in Melville bay. 


The expedition fitted out by Lady 


Franklin in 1851, which sailed in the 
Prince Albert, under command of Wil- 
liam Kennedy, took a number of hom- 
ing pigeons. Iti cached Upernavik or 
Juno 10, and, aftei tnkiug; on boarc 
some Eskimo dogs, set out to explori 
the shores 6f Prince llcgent's inlet. The 
much-dreaded "middle ice" was reached 
soon after leasing, nnd four days were 
spent in passing: ttnough it to the 
western side of the ba;\, during which 
time the men were con=;l .intly employed 
in sailing, uoiing, pulling, vsarping, 
not infrequently exposed ID the perilous 
"iiips" which nre &omet'mcs productne 
o£ dire consequences. 
\t I!1 is point in 


the voyage it uns doeinu1 s.iUisnble to 
test the povieis of the pi£eou&, but the 
poor birds icfused to f.iKe the long 
flight to England, and luio'iilely per- 
sisted in returning to t!io sliip again 
and again aftci a short sm\ey ol the 
icy region in \\ Inch thcj were let loose.

AUTONOMY FOIl CUBA. 


The State Department at Washing- 


ton has reserved the reply of the Span- 
ish Qovernmeut to Minister Wood- 
ford's note in the interest of peace 
with Cuba. 
The note, it is said, con- 


tains nothing offensive to the United 
States, but the President would not 
permit its contents to be made public 
until the Cabinet could consider it. 
The Spanish Minister at Washington, 
however, explained the policy of auton- 
omy which Spain proposes to apply to 
Cuba. 
This policy is outlined as fol- 


lows: 


The island is to have a system of 


government similar to that of Canada 
or the American States. 
Cuba will 


maintain its individuality in all inter- 
nal affairs, and yet letain its place as a 
part of the federal system. It will 
have its own legislature and its own 
local ministry, and at the same time 
will have representatives in the Span- 
ish Ooitez. These lepresentatives will 
be elected by the Cubans, who will 
have universal suffrage. 


It is probable 
that the Ouban 


ratiiots will not accept any conditions 
short of absolute independence from 
Spain. 
They have maintained 
the 


struggle for freedom for several years 
under che most trying circumstances 
and without assistance from this or 
Hny other country. 
Our Congress, or 


more accurately some members of our 
Cocgres?, discussed resolutions favor- 
ing Cuban independence, but good 
care was taken to prevant their pas- 
sage. t The people have been unani- 
mous for the 
recognition of 
the 


Cubans as belligerents and though res- 
olutions to that effect passed the Sen- 
atg, after months of debate, they were 
squelched by Mr. Reed in-the House of 
.Representatives 
John Sherman as 


Senator favored Cuban independence, 
bat John Sherman as Secretary of 
State has no sympathy whatever for 
the Cubans. 
The Administration will 


not give them the rights of belligerents 
nor knowingly permit vessels with sup- 
plies for tho Cubans to sail from Amer- 
ican ports. 
It would depress Spanish 


securities to have Cuba free and the 
holders of those securities control the 
Government of the United States as 
they do the governments of nearly all 
cf the European powers.

SENATOR STEWART. 


He Is Welcomed by a Largo Audience 


at the Conrt-Houge. 


Senator Stewart was met at the west- 


bound train yesterday aCternoou, it 
having arrived several hours late. He 
took rooms at the Biverside and re- 
ceived many visitors during the day 
He also visited the University and 
mingled with tho people in a social way 
about the streets. 


In the pveninp, according toaarvouco- 


menf, In- nicl tje people, who turned 
out u f jJ'- numbers, ut the court- 
house ijt-Ji ,.,*. w them just u plain every 
day talk. 


Hon. C. O. Powning, Chairman of the 


State Central Committee of tho Silver 
party, called the meeting to order and 
introduced Senator Stewart. 


The Senator said it was hardly neces- 


sary to talk to the people of Nevada 
about silver, for he believed the ques- 
tion was pretty thoroughly nndei stood 
by the people of the State. He recited 
the history of the fight on silver in the 
past six years; also referred to the or- 
ganization of the Silver party, and how 
it had spread in numbers from a small 
membership to a National party. He 
also said that money was a custom of 
law and made by law, no matter 
whether manufactured out of silver or 
gold. 


The Senator told how silver had been 


demonetized, and of the fight during 
Harrison's Administration to rehabili- 
tate silver, and that the efforts were 
successful Insofar as passing a bill pro- 
viding for the coinage of 2,000,000 
ounces per month; alsn the subsequent 
action of Cleveland as far 09 silver was 
concerned, claiming that they were 
both goldbugs and worked and acted 
in the interest or the gold ring. He 
showed by comparisons that tbe deals 
that had been made on the gold reserve 
by the Rothschilds and foreign bankeis 
proved that officials in high places must 
have been bribed, that the scheme to 
make money scarcer and higher might 
be carried out.That the shrinkage of the 
volume of money meant hard timea 
and suffering, and that plenty of money 
meant prosperity. 


He claimed that the Republican 


party was as much responsible for the 
panic of 1803 as Cleveland, for they 
stood together and worked on the same 
schemes to carry their ends. The civil 
service was used in the same way. A 
largo number of old and responsible 
clerks would be dropped out on the 
plea of no work, and incompetent men, 
who perhaps could take tbe necessary 
examination, were put In their places 
by political influence. 


The Senator leviewed tha tariff bill 


and explained its workings, and also 
told how be disliked' the Wilson bill 
and explained why he did not vote, 
notwithstanding the importunities of 
both Democrats aud Republicans. 
BLa 


told them that he wanted them to re- 
ceive an object lesson in connection 
with their crime against humanity 


He then gave a general description 


of tho gathering of the delegates at the 
Democratic, Populist and Silvoi Na- 
tional Conventions. 


He told how the great Hill and the 


man of the people, William J. Bryan, 
met in debate on the pmtform at tbe 
Chicago Convention, and Low Bryan, 
in one of the greatest orations ever de- 
livered, literally tore Hill's speech to 
pieces, answering every argument of 
Hill's in detail, and every syllable that 
he uttered held that great audience 
spell-bound. Bryan, m the first words 
of his address, separated the Gold Dem- 
ocrats from the Silver Democrats. He 
drew tho lino so plainly that no one 
could fail to understand it. 


The Senator then explained the co- 


ercion that was practiced on the labor- 
ing classes in the East during the late 
campaign, uud the misrepresentation 
on the better classes, and money where- 
over it was possible for it to be used 
until $20,000,000 weie expended to elect 
MoKmley, bat that notwithstanding all 
of this the people were now getting 
their eyes open, and that Bryau would 
be tho nominee for President of the 
Detnooiatic and Silver forces, and, in 
fact, he was already nominated. 


Ho explained how he and Senator 


Jones came to veto for the Djiigley 
bill. That the; 
^ .. , .i'i' be hood- 


winked into a caacus, Lai. .i-i.*oted on 
recognition in various Schedules as far 
as Nevada was concerned and gained 
their point?, and the ra»ult 13 we now 
have A tariff bill much better thdn 
either the McKinley or Wilson bill. He 
says there are jobs in Vho bill, but he 
and Senator Jones could not help that 
nor should thoy be hold responsible; 
that the bill WHS far superior to the 
others aud on the whole n fair bill. 


Ho then spoke of the condition of 


India and lio.v tha control of the gold- 
itss was advanced in that coantry; also 
how the 
same influence 
was ex- 


erted over Japan, and its c-u'eot on sil- 
ver, and ho\v tho gold standard came to 
be adopted by that country. 


The Senator saja that Jupaa is bimk- 


rupt—broke—and that is t he i uason she 
is not going to mtci f ere la the Hawaiian 
matter. TLat when a country or per- 
son is broke they lose their pluck, 
That i\ woman broke has no pluck. 
Give her a little monoy and she will go 
into a store and make the clerks drag 
down all tho goods oft the shelves, 
whether slia buys or not, but lot hor bs 
broke and she will take a shy glauce 
into the biiin-.-'Xitidow t.s bho »,i.od by.

address, General Powning adjourned 
tbe meeting and invited all to come 
forward and grasp the Senator's hand. 
Senator Stewart stood near the en- 
trance to the court-room, and as the 
audience filed out shook bunds heartily 
with each person.
